city 
after 
hearing 
a 
report 
by 
Commissioner Sneed Jordan, who 
with 
Cecil 
Wren, 
water 
board 
member, made an i n a c t i o n along 
with Arnos Doom, superintendent 
of the water and 
sewer depart­ 
ment. 
The 
council 
al>o 
accepted 
40 
acres of land, which Paul Halbur- 
sleben has offered to the city 
This 
is land in tho area of the Congo 
pump, which is up Middle Ford 
creek from the reservoirs, 
To Hold Viator for Rig Pumps 
Jordan’s 
report revealed 
that 
both the Congo pum p 
and 
the 
pumping station at the reservoirs 
had been cori'idered as spots from 
which to pick up lake water How­ 
ever, he 
said, a 
dragline would 
have to 1k» n o t e d nearly a mile 
through 
wilderness to 
clean 
out 
the Congo basin for a suction line 
and the cost would be pretty high 
Too, he said, there is only a six- 
inch line from the Congo to the 
reservoirs and although the city 
could keep up with its water con 
sumption by u>ing the Congo, a 
sizeable surplus could not be built 
up 
He said he thought it more fens 
ible and cheaper to reconstruct a 
small retaining wall, three and a 
half to four feet high in the conter, 
to hold the water for the bigger 
pumps at the reservoir to pick up 
Jordan also pointed out that the 
water must be let out of Lake Har­ 
risburg at a time when rains were 
not '.ending water down Bankston 
creeks, av bad water from coal 
mines would contaminate the good 
lake water 
Doom explained the work that 
would be done at the dam. 
He 
said 
that four inch boiler tubing 
would be driven 
into the creek, 
and board'- fastened to make the 
retaining wall 
Sandbags could be 
placed in front of the wall to keep 
the creek from cutting out. 
Consider Filter Unit 
Doom 
estimated 
the 
material 
needed would cost between $200 
and $250 
Possible means of building one 
additional filter at the water treat­ 
ment 
plant was discussed. 
The 
city 
was 
ready 
to advertise for 
bids for two filter units but soon 
saw they could not finance such a 
project. Now they are considering 
one 300.000 gallon per day unit, 
hoping that they can get the m on­ 
ey for it 
With what is left in the 
Lake Harrisburg bond issue, the 
council talked of asking the house 
which bought the bonds at the time 
the city bought the water system 
from GIPS if an adequate amount 
of money can be taken from the 
depredation fund to go with what 
is on hand to build the unit 
It was decided to watch the w a­ 
ter 
department s 
operating 
fund 
until 
spring, and 
if the balance 
seemed 
to 
be 
sufficient, 
efforts 
would be made to use depreciation 
fund money and funds on hand to 
build the one unit. 
Hight now 
the 
city has three 
300,000 gallons per day filter units. 
which means that 900,000 gallons 
of water can go through the filters 
each 24 hours. 
The 
city’s 
use 
ranges from about 850,000 or 873,- 
000 at the lowest level in winter 
to about 1,250,000 at its peak in 
the 
sum mer. 
That 
means 
the 
treatment plant is running far over 
capacity during the hot summer 
months. 
The one additional unit 
would give the plant a capacity 
of near peak proportions.

years while he was senator

throughout his brief service as vice 
president. 
Subsequently, the new President, 
who was to lx*ar the responsibility 
for ordering the atomic destruction 
of Hiroshima, was assured by

close military adviser 
that 
the 
A bomb would “ never go off.” 


This and other revelations about 
his early 
feverish days as Presi 
dent were recorded by Mr. Truman 
in 
his memoirs,

510 in Race 
For 130 State 
Police Jobs 


SPRINGFIELD 
IF — The field 
was down 
to 510 today 
in the 
sweepstakes for 130 new state po­ 
lice jobs. 
The 1955 Legislature increased 
the size of the Mute police force 
from 500 to 600 men This created 
IOO new jobs plus 30 vacancies on 
the 500-man force to bo filled 
Duane L Traynor, technical con­ 
sultant to the State Police Merit 
Board. >aid 2,025 applicants for 
these jobs were told to appear in 
Springfield or Chicago for written 
examinations, the first step in fill­ 
ing the posts. 
“ About 
1,295 of them 
showed 
up," Traynor said 
"They were 
weighed, 
measured 
and finger­ 
printed the same day they took the 
exam ." 
“ The papers have been graded 
and 510 men made a high enough 
score 
and met the weight 
and 
height requirem ents,-’ he said. 
The next step, Traynor said, will 
be oral interviews before the board 
and background investigations of 
the 
candidates’ 
reputation 
and 
character. 
Interviews for downstate candi­ 
dates will be ‘held the week of 
Sept 
26 at Springfield, and for 
northern Illinois men the week of 
Oct. 3 at Chicago. 
From the field of 510, Traynor 
said, the board will accept about 
150 or 160 candidates to attend 
three four-week police training ses­ 
sions, to be held at the state fair­ 
grounds in Springfield. 
The first session will wind up 
before Christmas, Traynor said, 
and the second will start in J a n ­ 
u a r y . the third in February. 
Candidates will be selected for 
the first, second and third training 
sessions on the basis of their scores 
in the various examinations, T ray­ 
nor said. 
"We hope to get 150 men quali­ 
fied," he said, "though of course. 
we always lose some in the acad­ 
em y." 
Each of the three schools will 
accommodate about 50 men. Thus, 
Traynor said, all successful fin 
ishers of the first two schools will 
be appointed to the force. 
"Only in the 
last school will 
there be any juggling for appoint­ 
ments," he said. 
"The men who 
qualify beyond the 130 presently 
needed 
will be placed 
on the 
eligibility list for future openings 
according to their standing in the 
school," he said. 
The new state police officers will 
be paid $325 a month to start and 
annual raises will bring patrolmen 
to $360 a month.

He liked to make speeches from 
a balcony* to his followers massed 
in the street below 
Peron watch­ 
ed 
Mussolini in action when he 
was Argentine military attache in 
Rome 
He listened and learned. 
He became a politician in uniform. 
Like Mussolini, Peron is a great 
talker, and he had a knack of tell­ 
ing his listeners exactly what he 
thought they wanted to hear. 
Once when Guy Ray, U S coun­ 
sellor to Argentina, 
reproached 
him for an anti American speech 
Peron said: 
“You must always 
keep in mind the people I ’m talk­ 
ing to.” 
A Way With Businessmen 
Peron is handsome in a florid 
way. 
In recent years he kept his 
hair jet-black by the use of dye 
He is busky in build, tending to 
pudginess in middle age 
He is a sports enthusiast 
Dur­ 
ing his student days he had been 
an outstanding boxer and swords­ 
man and when he took over Ar 
gentina 
he sponsored everything 
that favored the development of 
sports in the schools 
Whenever visiting American ho­ 
me-s men called on Peron he had 
a 
set 
speech 
for them 
Fir-t 
he thanked them for giving him 
some of their valuable time 
Then 
he said he didn’t want to meddle 
in 
the 
internal 
affairs of other 
countries, 
hut 
he would like to 
suggest that the United States quit 
making overly generous loans to 
Latin American countries 
' 
“'If the I mted State- lends them 
millions of dollars,** Peron would 
say, “ these South American coon 
tries lose 
incentive 
to produce 
wealth for themselves. 
Quit lend­ 
ing them money! Make them go to 
work themselves!” 
The average business man from 
the I nited States thought that was 
very sound, indeed, and was in 
dined to consider Peron a nils 
understood or misrepresented fig­ 
ure. 
What 
was overlooked was 
that Peron himself had got a 125 
million-dollar loan from Uncle Sam 
in 1951 although he insisted it was 
not a loan but a “ credit ” 
No Free Press 
Peron had absolutely no concep 
tion of a free press He knew that 
after he had confiscated the great 
independent newspaper La Prcnsa 
nothing was printed in Argentina 
that was contrary to his wishes 
He couldn't understand why the 
same thing wasn’t true elsewhere 
One I 
S ambassador after an 
other would be met with Peron- 
request to “ do something” about 
the unfriendly attitude of the Am er­ 
ican newspapers toward his 
re­ 
gime 
He couldn’t believe that 
Wa-hington couldn't 
change the 
cr! i tori a1 policy of tho leading U S 
I newspapers if it really wanted to. 
Peron was very -killful at play 
ting off opposing elem en ts against 
each other and eventually liquidat­ 
ing both. 
His entrance 
on the political 
scene was due to tin* revolution 
of the Argentine army in 1913 But 
despite that he set out to do every­ 
thing ho could to cut down the 
. power of the army. The big Campo 
i de Mayo just outside Buenos Aires 
was reduced sharply in number of 
'detachments and armament 
The 
naval air base at Punto del Indio 
rarely 
had 
enough 
gasoline to 
mount .I full scale attack against 
tin* capital city 
He limited the 
number of cannon, machine guns. 
trucks and tanks assigned lo the 
I various 
regiments. 
Also 
he 
{screened carefully tho officers and 
set up an elaborate spy system to 
watch over them. 
Communists Gained Strength 
i 
I had a dozen or so talks with 
(Peron during the time I was as 
Pignet! lo Buenos A ires. On most of 


the visits I found him smiling and 
amiable and trying to convince me 
that he was a great lou*r of the 
United States lh* also insisted he 
wa> strongly anticommunist. 
Ho 
would 
make 
references 
to 
the 
strength 
of the Communists in 
Brazil and Chile and then point 
out that in Argentina he had cut 
down their force to almost nothing 
'Actually , the Communists gained 
in strength under Peron because 
his campaigns of promoting cia-- 
hatred fitted perfectly into their 
strategy. 
He told me last year 
that he had weakened the Commu­ 
nist party "not with my speeches 
but by giving them something" 
By that he referred to the wave of 
pay increases he put through by 
government decree which had won 
the votes of the workers. 
Many people in the United Slate- 
had the idea that Evita, 
P o r o u s 
vigorous wife who died three years 
ago. was the more dominant per 
sonaiity of the two. I do not agree 
I think that she had gerat influence 
over Peron. but I also think that 
he used her for hi- own purposes 
—often to do dirty work he didn't 
want to take the rc-pon-ibilty for 
hi rn.-elf
